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Juniata is situated in the region known as 
Appalachia. Traditionally it has been the 
policy of the College to serve this region. 
Some of the financial and academic prob- 
lems facing Juniata are outlined in the 
first two articles of this issue. The solu- 
tions to the issues raised should include a 
plan for continuing to serve the geographic 
area surrounding the College. 

A statistical profile of the region, accord- 
ing to the latest issue of the magazine 
Appalachia, “indicates that in some areas, 
primarily Northern Appalachia, popula- 
tion is decreasing because there are rela- 
tively few younger people and deaths 
exceed births. In other areas like Central 
Appalachia, the population is generally 
young and the birth rate high but the out- 
migration of young people, both profes- 
sionally trained and untrained, portends 
an ominous future. 

“In West Virginia, for instance 70 per- 
cent of the young people leave before they 
reach 24 years of age. On a regional basis, 
70 percent of the young teachers leave 
within the first four years of their teaching 
experience. In rural Appalachia 65 per- 
cent of the doctors are over 50 years of age. 

“As indicated in census reports, Appa- 
lachia needs 227,000 more college gradu- 


ates to match the proportion in the U. S. 


as a whole; however, only about one out 
of ten students born in Appalachia com- 
plete college.”

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ANNUAL SUPPORT FUND ESSENTIAL 
TO MEET CURRENT EXPENSES 


A new development program intended 
to close the gap between current in- 
come and mounting expenses has been 
launched by Juniata College. 
To.insure the continuing effectiveness 
of the educational program at Juniata, 
President John N. Stauffer has an- 
nounced the establishment of an “An- 
nual Support Fund” with $100,000 as 
the 1969-70 objective. According to Dr. 
Stauffer, this new effort will have the 
highest priority for the current year. 


The Annual Support Fund will be 
directed principally toward improvement 
of faculty salaries and expanding stu- 
dent financial aid. The new fund-raising 
effort is significantly different from past 
specific projects campaigns with which 
Juniata alumni are familiar. 

In presentations before the National 
Alumni Council and the President’s De- 
velopment Council this fall, Dr. Stauf- 
fer outlined the diverse. financial needs 
of institutions of higher education. Ac- 


cording to the President, an effective 
development program must include capi- 
tal funds, annual support funds, and 
deferred or planned gifts. These consti- 
tute a three-legged base of support. 

First Leg: Capital fund campaigns 
provide resources for buildings, perma- 
nent facilities, and endowment. These 
are the purposes of the current Marcin 
or DiFFERENCE program at Juniata. Cur- 
rently, this campaign has achieved 97% 
of its first phase goal of $2.8 million. 
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Richard E. Kimmey, director of admissions, must recruit students for Juniata with limited 





scholarship funds or financial assistance for promising students.

Second Leg: The Annual Support 
Fund, often described as a “living en- 
dowment,” is essential if the College is 
to close the gap in the annual budget 
between current income and the ex- 
penses of the educational program. The 
minimal budget requirement for ASF 
this year is $100,000. 

Third Leg: The planned or deferred 
gifts program is designed to stimulate 
bequests, gift annuities and life income 
contracts which together represent the 
best hope of building Juniata’s endow- 
ment. 

Essential fund 


Dr. Stauffer, stressing the need for the 
Annual Support Fund, said, “The past 
alumni fund drives have been very 
largely used for brick and mortar proj- 
ects. In ten years our campus has been 
improved and indeed transformed by the 
building of essential facilities. Now, 
with an annual budget of nearly $4-mil- 
lion a year and with a pressing need for 
substantial educational advances, we 
must have $100,000 for support of our 
academic program in the current year.” 

The President added that Juniata is 
unique among colleges of like quality in 
its lack of such a fund. 

It is generally recognized that no pri- 
vate college has enough endowment to 
meet today’s complex needs. Juniata is 
in a similar plight with an annual en- 
dowment income of only $124,000. In 
the face of inflation, the College is try- 
ing to fill a substantial gap between the 
cost of providing quality education and 
the dollars supplied by student fees and 


by income from endowment. 


Clearly one means of reducing the 
financial gap is by increasing tuition. 
The Board of Trustees recently in- 
creased the inclusive fee (tuition, room 
and board) from $2,700 to $2,980, effec- 
tive September, 1970. This will help in 
meeting the 1970-71 budget, but the 
new Annual Support Fund is aimed 
specifically at the current year, 1969-70. 

Dr. Stauffer emphasized that in- 
creased funds are essential if Juniata is 
to continue to recruit promising students 
who must receive financial assistance in 
order to acquire a college education. 

In his report to Alumni Council mem- 
bers, Dr. Stauffer indicated that during 
this current academic year students will 
be provided with $217,000 in student 
aid grants, not including campus jobs 
and Federal grant programs. “While this 
appears to be a considerable sum,” the 
President said, “we know on the basis 
of actual need analyses that twice this 
amount could be put to very good use.” 


Faculty salaries 


In addition to providing scholarship 
funds for deserving undergraduates, the 
Annual Support Fund will enable Juni- 
ata to improve faculty salaries. The 
President stressed the importance of ade- 
quate compensation in holding faculty 
who show a particular dedication to Ju- 
niata and who have special talent for 
teaching in the liberal arts setting. 

A recent national survey reveals that 
alumni support for colleges and univer- 
sities stands alone as the fastest growing 
and most stable source of voluntary con- 
tributions. Dr. Stauffer, in praising Ju- 
niata alumni for their remarkable sup- 
port in past years, stated, “I am sure we 
can expect the same generous response 
from our alumni to the Annual Support 
Fund that they have given so nelpeanly 
to other needs of the College.” 

General Chairman of the Annual 
Support Fund is William E. Swigart, 
Jr. ’37, Vice President of Swigart Asso- 
ciates, Huntingdon, and a member of 
the President’s Development Council. 

Serving as co-chairmen are Paul Frye 
46, Edgar Diehm ’17, Charles Bieber 
‘41, Mrs. Janet Dodge 55, and Dr. Mel- 
vyn Wenger ’60. Glenn Zug ’51, is Juni- 
ata staff director. 

The campaign slogan, “Bridge the 
Gap,” is expressive of Juniata’s urgent 
need to obtain adequate support for edu- 
cation of today’s students. 
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Dr. J. Peter Trexler, professor of geology and chairman of Basen Ill (Natural Sciences and 
Mathematics) is typical of the faculty members who enjoy teaching in the liberal arts setting.

the beat of a different drummer 





“improve the quality of teaching through fair and adequate faculty compensation and provide 
assistance for worthy students according to their need .. .” 








Fall brought warm colors and cool rain 
to the campus, as the beat of a “different : 
drummer” called the students and fac- 
ulty of Juniata to face the educational 
tasks and opportunities of liberal arts 
education in the decade of the ’70’s. 

President John N. Stauffer, begin-' 
ning his second year in oflice, laid be- 
fore meetings of faculty, students and 
alumni his analysis of the urgent needs 
of the College. In doing so he impressed 
his hearers with the searching honesty 
of his presentation and the hard reality 
of Juniata’s educational and financial 
situation. 

In all of these talks, he outlined a pro- 
gram for the improvement of the total 
educational environment and _ invited 
the entire College community to “make 
Juniata a better place to live, to learn, ° 
to grow and to dream of a better world.” 

As the 1,160 undergraduates prepared 
for classes the campus was uncommonly 
subdued by the tragic death of William 
Schlichter, a junior from Waynesboro, 
Pa., and the near fatal injury of Karen 
Alcorn, a sophomore from Hagerstown, 
Md., in an automobile accident that fol- 
lowed a choir picnic. 


Students involved 


Beneath the surface of college life, 
many issues were occupying the 
thoughts of both faculty and students. 
There was excitement and interest in 
the expanded facilities offered in Ellis 
Hall, now the center for interaction 
among students and faculty. Students 
were discussing ways to improve their 
education in terms of quality of teaching 
and of curricular improvement. 

One topic, of course, was the ‘Trustees’ 
decision to increase tuition. In his letter 
to parents, President Stauffer pointed 
out that “Juniata is not immune from 


the inflationary conditions which affect 
families, and colleges as well.” 

He cited as specific factors in the 
Juniata decision “our obligation to main- 
tain and improve the quality of teach- 
ing through fair and adequate faculty 
compensation and to provide increased 
assistance for worthy students according 
to their need.” It was this theme of in- 
creased quality of education and more 
assistance for worthy students that the 
President developed in his Convocation 
address in Oller Auditorium on the op- 
ening day of the college year. 

He outlined necessary administrative 
changes and improved management 
techniques, developed during the sum- 
mer months. These are designed to as- 
sure more efhcient utilization of the 
College’s resources. 

President Stauffer, speaking soberly 
and quietly to the student and faculty 
audience, described his past year as one 
of observation and analysis. He went on 
to state that, in his opinion, “Juniata’s 
most urgent need is to find a coherent 
sense of purpose.” 

He said that the statement of purpose 
for the 1970’s must be “one that will be 
a clear call to sound liberal education, 
one that will be widely understood and 
accepted by all of the many groups 
that support Juniata, one that will pro- 
vide an adequate foundation for im- 
provement of the Juniata program.” 


Clear responsibilities 


Repeatedly throughout his adddress 
Dr. Stauffer asked for goals to be es- 
tablished that are “expressive of Juniata’s 
social and moral concern, and capable 
of engaging the best efforts of all ele- 
ments of the College community and of 
its constituencies.” 

Following this introduction, Dr. 


Stauffer detailed steps now being taken 
to implement his program. He empha- 
sized the responsibility of the four major 
heads of Juniata’s operating divisions. 
Dr. Donald M. Rockwell, dean of aca- 
demic affairs, has responsibility for the 
conduct and improvement of all aca- 
demic programs. Dr. Charles W. 
Schoenherr, dean of student affairs, is 
responsible for all aspects of student life 
with special emphasis upon developing 
a campus environment conducive to the 
total growth of students. Mr. John T. 
Fike, as vice president for financial af- 
fairs, is responsible for business opera- 
tion including operation of the physical 
plant, dining halls and dormitories. ‘The 
fourth major operating head is the Exe- 
cutive Director of Development who is 
responsible for all forms of financial sup- 
port for current programs and for the 
building of the physical plant and the 
endowment. Working in a staff relation- 
ship to the President is Mr. Harold B. 
Brumbaugh, vice president for college 
relations, who is concerned with the 
college's various constituencies—alumni, 
church, community and general public. 

As an important new development, 
the President stressed the significance of 
the Task Force on the Juniata Program. 
This Task Force, composed of faculty 
and students, was established in recent 
months on the urgent recommendation 
of the President. Its purpose is to pro- 
mote constructive change in the educa- 
tional experiences of Juniata’s students. 
Encouraging faculty and students to en- 
tertain “a new dream of what Juniata 
can become,” the President asked facul- 
ty and students together “to work for 
the achievement of a total environment 
for living and learning.” He emphasized 
that this will require flexibility coupled 
with an earnest desire for improvement. 

“I hope,” said the President, “that un-

der the guidance and leadership of Dean 
Rockwell we will develop a new respon- 
siveness, a new relevance, a new sense 
of adventure and creativity.” The Presi- 
dent added that “Juniata must achieve 
something that is indeed exciting, not 
only for a year or two but that will allow 
continuous improvement in the learn- 
ing experiences of each new generation 
of students.” 

“We must be sure to include in this 
process,” he continued, “off-campus 
learning experiences, especially study 
abroad and in urban settings, service- 
oriented experiences, and more extensive 
independent study. Through all of these 
efforts we may expect to achieve a new 
vitality for Juniata.” 

One of the most urgent items for the 
coming year, he declared, is improve- 
ment of library services. “I call upon all 
concerned to see that this is the year 
when we move toward improvement of 
library services. We must lay the foun- 
dation for a better library with ever in- 
creased and enriched resources.” 


Needs of disadvantaged 


The President told his attentive audi- 
ence that he was disturbed by the fact 
that nothing significant had yet been 
accomplished by Juniata toward help- 
ing disadvantaged students. He empha- 
sized that financial resources must be de- 
veloped and additional plans must be 
made so that disadvantaged students 
may be well served and that Juniata 
may thereby help in fulfilling our so- 
ciety’s most urgent domestic need. 

“Another need,’ said Dr. Stauffer, 
“js to improve the governance of the Col- 
lege by involving students and faculty 
more widely in decision making process- 
es.’ He spoke on this theme against 


the background of changes brought dur- 
5 


ing the past few years. Juniata students, 
today, are voting members on all] faculty 
committees with the exception of the 
Faculty Council. A few days before the 
Convocation, the Faculty Task Force 
had announced that two students would 
become members of their group. The 
President called for exploration of the 
ways in which students and faculty 
members may now participate helpfully 
in the work of the Board of Trustees. 
President Stauffer issued a clear call 
for mutual trust and unity of purpose in 
the search for ways in which liberal arts 
education at Juniata can be made effec-

tive and beneficial for students of the 
’70’s. He spoke of the inherent advan- 
tages of the small college dedicated to 
liberal education, but called for unre- 
mitting effort in order that these advan- 
tages may be realized. 

“Juniata,” he said, “has a long tradi- 
tion of academic excellence and of learn- 
ing through reasoned discourse. We 
must renew our commitment to peace, 
justice and equality of opportunity. We 
must keep alive our desire to celebrate 
those values—spiritual, moral and intel- 
lectual—which dignify and enrich hu- 


man life.”

Educator is new alumni president 


Helping children learn how to be better 
people is the central concern of Dr. Rus- 
sell Hill ’55, associate professor, College 
of Education, Temple University and 
new president of Juniata’s national 
alumni association. 

With mass education the rule, indi- 
viduality is submerged into categorized 
grades and courses of study and Dr. Hill 
believes that to counter this “schools 
should provide instructional material 
which will teach children how to have 
increased control over their lives.” 

Dr. Hill is at present deeply en- 
grossed in his duties as a research asso- 
ciate for “curriculum construction for 
effective education.” He conducts class- 
room experiments in the Philadelphia 
area schools with Fifth Grade students. 

The humanizing process in educa- 
tion involves three curriculum areas: 
intellectual skills, social skills and emo- 
tional skills. Dr. Hill speaks of the in- 


terpersonal education related to social 


psychology, cognitive education involv- 
ing experimental psychology and self 
actualization which includes social and 
humanistic traits. 

The public schools have become mon- 
olithic, Dr. Hill believes, and the edu- 
cational process does not respond readily 
to opportunities for improvement. 

As a vigorous leader of Juniata’s 
alumni organization, Dr. Hill has 
pledged his support to a re-examination 
of the purposes of the College. He asks 
who it should serve; from what geo- 
graphic area; what kind of education; 
for what goal. 

Dr. Hill applauds the frankness with 
which the College administration is 
presenting the facts behind the need 
for the Annual Support Fund. 

“We know operating expenses are 
going up like everything else in the 
national economy but Juniata’s finan- 
cial problems can be met if we all pitch 


in and help.” 


Dr. Hill agrees with President Stauf- 
fer that the faculty and administration 
have, over the years, subsidized Juniata. 
“In my opinion,” he said, “they have 
made the largest contribution of all.” 

“It is good,” he went on, “for all of 
us to hear in specific terms what Presi- 
dent Stauffer thinks Juniata’s present 
inadequacies are. The future is not 
bleak. ‘The College has a big job to do, 
particularly for the marginal student 
from Appalachia in our own back yard.” 

Pointing to an article in the maga- 
zine of the Appalachian Regional Com- 
mission, he said, “there are almost a mil- 
lion young people who sit in the hollows 
and hill unmotivated, uneducated and 
unemployed. But,” he went on, “I also 
believe that students, regardless of race, 
who have a strong conviction that they 
can control their future, achieve at a 
higher rate than those who do not.” 

The alumni president has proposed 
a study of ways in which alumni can 
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Dr. Hill talking to Student Government Presi- 
dent Eric Woodworth ’70 during a national 
alumni council meeting. 


help students relate to future careers 
through on-the-job training. “I call it a 
preceptor program,” he said. 

Dr. Hill explained that the precep- 
tors would aid students to gain experi- 
ence and understanding of their future 
careers by working in the field. He be- 
lieves they could live with an alumnus 
for a period of 3 or 4 weeks and observe 
the practical application of their studies. 

The present era at Juniata has its 
own unique problems and he hopes the 
Juniata alumni will ask themselves what 
they want Juniata to be. 

He is convinced that the future good 
health of the College depends on the 
success of the Annual Support Fund. 

Dr. Hill was born in Columbus, Ohio 
and attended the Andrew Jackson High 
School in ‘New York City. Even in those 
days he showed leadership qualities, 
serving as president of the student 
council and as junior class president. 

Following graduation from Juniata in 
1955 he earned his Ed.M. at Temple 
University in 1957 and his Ed.D. in 
1963. 

As associate professor in the College 
of Education at Temple he serves as 
Director, Intern Teaching Program for 
College Graduates and of the Center for 
the Study of Teaching. He was recently 
appointed Assistant Dean for Educa- 
tional Research and Development. 

Dr. Hill is married to the former Joan 
Irvin 55, who earned an M.A. in Home 
Economics at ‘Temple. They have four 
children: Dwight, 14; Cherry, 12; Kar- 
en, 10; and David, 8.

Don Snider ’39 
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Two Juniata graduates train 
for Brethren Volunteer Service 


A former Juniata president said “war 
is a violent interference with the rights 
of others and it imposes unwilling bur- 


' dens upon people. It is, therefore, wrong 


and the church at the outset is logically 
opposed to war.” 

This is one of a number of definitive 
statements on the policy of the Church 
of the Brethren made in a Bi-centennial 
address at Elgin, Ill. by Dr. Martin G. 
Brumbaugh, president of Juniata from 
1894 to 1910 and again from 1924 to 
1930. 

The former Governor of Pennsylva- 
nia would approve, according to his 
views in this speech, of the many Juni- 
ata students who are listed as conscien- 
tious objectors to the draft. And he 
would have enjoyed, apparently, seeing 
them training at New Windsor, Mary- 
land for Brethren Volunteer Service. 

Both young men and young women 
join the Service and together spend 
eight weeks in training at the Center. 

Last summer, Don Martin, a sum 
cum laude graduate in June and Ann 
Sollenberger from the same Juniata 
class, sat in the lounge of the guest 
house and discussed their experiences 
and philosophy. 

Don is a CO and the two months at 
the center began for him the two year 
service which is officially described as 
“civilian work contributing to the main- 
tenance of the national health and safe- 
ty or interest” as an alternative to two 
years as an Army draftee. 

“I’m opposed to war and militarism,” 
Don said. “There are alternatives to the 
draft and I support these alternatives. 
As a CO I can make an impression on 
people and work with people in service 
projects to show them that there is an- 
other way.” 

Like many of his generation, Don 
intends to work actively against prob-

CO’s working on a shipment of drugs in the 
New Windsor warehouse. $14 million worth 
of free drugs are shipped annually. 
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lems of poverty and racism. He and 
Ann accept the fact that not everyone 
agrees with their views, but like M. G. 
Brumbaugh they realize they belong to 
a church of protest and as such a church 
is always a minority, it does not appeal 
to the multitudes . . . “but to the few 
chosen souls whose consciences are in 
their acts.” 

During World War II there were 
11,950 CO's and today there are over 
17,000 but the figures are misleading 
since, as Don said, the draft boards will 
accept today members of the peace 
churches (Brethren, Quakers, Menno- 
nites) as well as many who find war 
abhorrent to their moral convictions. 

Both young people also agree with 
Dr. Brumbaugh when he declared that 
“in matters of faith each individual is 
free to follow his own convictions.” 

Ann spoke of her concern for people. 
She said she came to New Windsor 
to better understand herself and to make 
her world a better place. During college 
she had been torn between going to 
graduate school in social work or in 
history. “Now,” she admitted, “I get a 
feeling of satisfaction out of working 
here and I’m looking forward to my 
assignment.” 

Between 35 and 50 volunteers are in 
each training unit. The previous day 
they had been in a discussion of Christi- 
anity, pacificism and their own views 
under the leadership of Rev. Curtis 
Dubble from the York Brethren Church. 

“It was hard to relate to other volun- 
teers at first,’ Ann said. “I was discour- 
aged. It was like a Quaker meeting. 
Gradually though we talked, we were 
very honest with each other.” 





The young men and women at the 
center agree that the views of Martin 
Luther King influenced them as well 
as those of John F. Kennedy. 


A widely held belief here is that “the 
most efficient way to respond to violence 
is with non-violence. ‘To me pacifism is 
a way of life, an active way of life.” 


From Brethren families 


Both young people come from Breth- 
ren families. Ann’s father is a dairy 
farmer and her mother teaches music. 
Her brother John is a student at Juniata 
and was one of the leaders of the Rally 
for Peace held on the campus last spring. 

Don’s grandfather was a Brethren 
pastor. Both his father and mother are 
school teachers. Like Ann, he comes 
from Annville, Pa.

World Service. The headquarters is ef- 
ficiently managed by William Nyce ’48 
and his capable wife, Frances, Class of 
1946. Nyce offers markets for handi- 
crafts produced in 50 church sponsored, 
self-help, overseas projects. 

One of the best known New Windsor 
personalities completed his tour of duty 
as director of volunteer training last 
summer. Don Snider, a 1939 graduate 
of Juniata, guided more than 1,200 
young people in their preparation for 
service all over the world. 

The training period in which Ann 
and Don were enrolled was the last for 
Don Snider. He drove the bus on the 
famous ride into the country where, for 
the final time, he said: “Find work and 


get home by dark,” and dropped them 


off near strange farmhouses. 

The training program involves basic 
human relations. Ann said, “We be- 
came aware of our lack of sensitivity to 
each other.” 

Martin explained his own motivation 
by saying that he owed God and the 
nation a debt. “I concentrated in college 
on the sciences and let my personal 
development wait. Now I’m looking for 
goals outside myself and for greater self 
understanding.” 

He went on to say that he would like 
to go to graduate school when his ser- 
vice was completed to earn a doctorate 
in physics. 

Ann and Don receive $15 a month 
and their food and lodging. But they 
agree that what they really receive is a 
greater understanding of the world, a 
greater understanding of themselves, 
and most of all how to relate to and 
serve other human beings.

President Stauffer has stressed the im- 
provement of the Beeghly Library as one 
of the most important elements of his 
program for Juniata in the ’70’s.

The first meeting of the Friends, held 
in the Shoemaker Galleries last spring 
saw the election of Mrs. Herbert A. 
Miller, president; Mrs. Frederic H. 
Steele, vice president and chairman, 
Bulbs for Books; Mr. James E. Himes, 
treasurer; Mrs. James I. Weimer, secre- 
tary; Mrs. John W. Swigart, Sr., mem- 
bership chairman; Mrs. Wilfred Norris, 
by-laws; Mr. Griffith Pullinger, public- 
ity. 

At a tea on the same May afternoon 
in the L. A. Beeghly Library a facsimile 
of the Gutenberg Bible of 1455 was pre- 
sented to the College by Dr. Rabino- 
witz. A generous donor of books from 
his personal collection to two or three 
other institutions of higher learning, Dr. 
Rabinowitz has given a large number of 
books to the Beeghly Library during the 
past few years. 

President Stauffer accepted the splen- 
did gift on behalf of the College and also 
a reprint of the 1611 King James Bible, 
a further gift of Dr. Rabinowitz. In ad- 
dition to these gifts, he presented a 
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check for $1,000 to underwrite organ- 
izational and other expenses of the 
Friends of the Library. 

Other recent gifts to the Beeghly Li- 
brary included a collection of prints and 
drawings by the famous English artist, 
Muirhead Bone; the gift of Dr. and 
Mrs. John C. Baker who earlier had re-

Mrs. Ann Catlin, di- 
rector of libraries, will gladly show them 
to visitors on request. 

The Bulbs for Books program promis- 
es to be an extremely popular method 
of supporting the Library and enjoying 
beautiful imported flowers. ‘The latest re- 
ported sale of bulbs amounted to $5,- 
171.76 and produced a net profit of

The church is 
located five miles north of Lancaster, Pa. 

Rev. Rosenberger, director of church 
relations at Juniata since 1954, was 
praised by Harold B. Brumbaugh, vice 
president for college relations, for “the 
fifteen years during which you have 
given effective leadership to our pro- 
gram of church relations. The benefits 
to the College and the three church dis- 
tricts cannot be measured.”

Mrs. Rosenberger 34, the former Ida 
Neiderhiser of Mt. Pleasant, had been 
a junior high school teacher in Hunt- 
ingdon. 


Along with many of their family that have 
attended Juniata, their granddaughter Kath- 
erine Hess, is now a sophomore there. Mr. 
Hess has been a trustee of the college since 
1930.

Football team posts winning season under Nadzak

The sports scene at Juniata has taken on 
a new look this year under the leader- 
ship of Walter Nadzak, Jr., director of 
physical education and athletics. Walt 
came to Juniata last spring with a fine 
record as an athlete at Denison Univer- 
sity and as a coach and physical educa- 
tion instructor at Muskingum College. 

Most widely noted has been his ef- 
fectiveness as head football coach. Walt 
earned the complete confidence of his 
66-man squad and fellow coaches with 
his masterful approach to the gridiron 
and his personable attitude toward the 
men who play the game. 

Assisting Nadzak with full-time 
coaching duties this year are Charles 
G. “Chick” Bunton, returning for his 
second season as defensive specialist, and 
Gary O. Sheppard, who was a record- 


setter for Coach Fred Prender’s teams 


from 1964 to ’67, as backfield coach. 
Gary returned to Juniata after two years 
of successful coaching in a Philadelphia 
high school. He replaced Larry Landini, 
who resigned late this summer to follow 
Coach Prender to Bucknell University. 

In addition, Don Brumbaugh, who 
played on the famed 1955 Juniata Tan- 
gerine Bowl team, served part-time this 
season as interior line coach. Don is 
a member of the physical education fac- 
ulty at nearby Tussey Mountain High 
School. 

The coaches’ only misgivings in pre- 
season were the apparent lack of re- 
ceivers and interior linemen. Nadzak 
noted in August that “we could use 
some bench strength and a good place- 
kicker.” 

Apparently some prayers were offered 
and heard in the right places, because

the squad developed receivers, a fine 
bench, and a powerful line early in the 
season. The Indians even found a place- 
kicker—senior Bill McQuade from 
Princeton, N. J.—who played soccer in 
high school but had never donned a 
football helmet before the opening game 
at Albright College in Reading, which 
the Indians won 20-7 with the help of 
his first two successful conversions. Mid- 
way through the season senior co-cap- 
tain Jim Hartland suffered a knee injury 
that required surgery, sadly ending a 
promising career. Hartland, a consistent 
ground-gainer for the Tribe, lost only 
two yards in his entire four-year career 
at Juniata. . 

Dave Sparks, sophomore halfback 
from Indiana, Pa., broke a long-standing 
Juniata record for individual rushing by 
gaining 949 yards on the ground this 
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season. The earlier record (736 yards) 
was set by Bill Berrier in 1958. Sparks 
also led the Northern College Division 
of the Middle Atlantic Conference in 
rushing for most of the season. Also 
credited with a stellar performance was 
senior halfback Joel Delewski, whose 
spectacular 55- and 66-yard kick-return 
touchdowns against Haverford and Ly- 
coming, followed by a 94-yard, breath- 
taking halftime kickoff-retumn TD 
against Moravian, earned him a new 
all-time national college kick-return 
touchdown career record of ten. The 
earlier record was seven, set in 1948 by 
Jack Mitchell of Oklahoma. 

The Indians ended their third win- 
ning season in a row with a 5-3 record 
and a third place in the Middle Atlantic 


Conference Northern Division.

WEIDLER SETS NEW 
CROSS-COUNTRY RECORD 


Dennis Weidler, the sophomore cross 
country runner from Annville, Pa., 
where last year’s harrier captain 
Rick Beard also graduated, broke Beard’s 
1968 record for Juniata on October 25 
by pacing the 4.8-mile stretch in 24 min- 
utes and 55 seconds, just twenty seconds 
quicker than his speedy predecessor. 
Weidler registered his ninth straight 
first-place victory for the Indians in that 
meet, which Juniata won, 26-29, against 
Delaware Valley College. 

Just the week before that, Weidler 
broke the old course record at the Indi- 
ana University of Pennsylvania. 

As records are made to be broken, 
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though, Weidler bettered his own new 
mark Nov. 1 in a home meet against 
Lock Haven, but also ran ten seconds be- 
hind Lock Haven’s Steve Podajny, who 
holds the new course record for Juniata: 
24 minutes, 39 seconds. 

Cross country coach Russ Trimmer 
commented on Denny's performance 
earlier in the season, noting his expec- 
tations of seeing Weidler break Beard’s 
record. 

Commenting on Weidler’s perform- 
ance during the season, Coach Russ 
Trimmer noted that “Denny is a fine 
athlete, really in remarkable condition, 
and I expect to see him set some new 
records here.” Chances are that the same 
expectations will be fulfilled next sea- 
son, Weidler’s perseverance being what 
Lt IS. 


HARDWOOD SQUAD 
COMES ON STRONG 


Handsomely attired in new gold-on- 
blue uniforms this season, the Juniata 
basketball team made its 1969 cage 
debut at home against Indiana on De- 
cember 3. Coach Russ Trimmer’s hard- 
woodsmen are coming on strong with 
a nucleus of eight returning lettermen, 
but the lack of experienced height 
is going to keep the Indians hustling 
throughout their tough, 21-game sched- 
ule. 

The return of all five starters from 
last year’s 13-and-9 squad should spell 
trouble for a few of the Indians’ oppon- 
ents, and a “pressure” defense will 
again be the strong point of the Juniata 
game, according to Trimmer. 

Leading the 15-man varsity squad as 
co-captains this year are juniors Charlie 
Harvey of Harrisburg and Leroy Wentz 
of Enola (Cumberland Valley), who to- 
gether scored more than 500 points last 
year to help the Indians gain the runner- 
up spot in the Middle Atlantic Confer- 
ence Northern Division championship. 
In addition, junior John Smith, last 
year’s Most Valuable Player for the In- 
dians who led in scoring with 460 points 
and was named twice to the ECAC 
weekly First Team, is among the return- 
ing lettermen this year. 

Their hopes further bolstered by new 
height in freshmen, head coach Russ 
Trimmer and assistant Tom McCormick 
are determined that their hustling Tribe 
can give Juniata a successful basketball 
season this year.

JUNIATA TRUSTEE CLOSES 
DISTINGUISHED LAW CAREER 


Mr. Joseph V. Kline, a trustee of Juniata 
College, retired recently from a long 
and distinguished legal career as a se- 
nior partner in the law firm of Mudge, 
Rose, Guthrie and Alexander of New 
York City. | 

In 1961 Juniata awarded Mr. Kline 
an honorary doctor of laws degree for 
“his enlightened abilities'and concerns 
over a wide range of professional and 
humanitarian interests.” 

President John N. Stauffer, in a re- 
cent letter to Mr. Kline, wrote, “I am 
sad as I think of your distinguished le- 
gal career coming to its conclusion. In 
behalf of the entire Juniata family I 
would have you know of our hearty 
congratulations on your career and our 
gratitude for the way in which you have 
brought credit to your Alma Mater.” 

Mr. Kline, although born in Sandy- 
ville, Ohio, was graduated from Hunt- 
ingdon High School and attended Juni- 
ata College as a day student. He re- 
ceived his bachelor of arts degree in 1913 
and his law degree from Harvard Law 
School in 1915. 

For a number of years Mr. Kline was 
a country school teacher and principal 
in adjoining Bedford County. 

Mr. Kline, whose specialty in law 
work was preparation of corporate mort- 
gages has been a counsel for banking 
and financial institutions. 

At one time, Mr. Kline was a mem- 
ber of the Visiting Committee of Har- 
vard Law School; former member of the 
Ethics Committee of the New York 
County Lawyers Association and the 
Bar Association of the City of New 
York; chairman of the New York Coun- 
ty Lawyers Association Committee on 
Unlawful Practice of the Law. 

Mr. Kline is at present a member of 
the New York Bar Association Commit-

A fascinating story of devotion to duty 
comes from the Wesley Memorial Hos- 
pital in Chicago where Bessie Crim ’53, 
a registered nurse, made it possible for 
a Chinese woman, who spoke only Can- 
tonese, to undergo open heart surgery. 

Because the patient spoke only Can- 
tonese the doctors and nurses at the 
hospital were unable to communicate 
with her. To solve this problem Miss 
Crim teamed with the Rev. Mow 
Chung Lin, pastor of the Chinese 
Church of the Brethren in Oak Park, 
to prepare Chinese translations of com- 
monly used hospital phrases. 

Miss Crim wrote 52 essential state- 
ments in English. Pastor and Mrs. Lin 
translated them into Cantonese, cut the 
characters on stencils, and mimeo- 
graphed copies. 

In using the material the nurse on 
duty pointed out the specific question 
on the sheet and the patient read the 
statement in her native tongue and then 
nodded yes or no.

Dr. Miles, who was 
awarded the honorary degree, doctor of 
letters, spoke on the “Five Classics on 
Conscience Versus Law.” | 

A class of 231 received B.A. and B.S.

Gymnasium. This was Juniata’s 93rd 
Commencement and the largest gradu- 
ating class in its history, with 30 degrees
